Must Carry Documents 
~ If of Military Age 
Registration Card Not Sufficient for 
; Such a Man 


Officials of the military service 
council stated today that the regis- 
tration card was not sufficient for a 
man of military age. He must carry 
other documents, as called for under 
the order of May 22, such as mar- 
riage license, passports, etc. 

Lt_ has. been found very difficult: in 
many casts to provide the necessary 
documents called for under. this, or- 
der in council. It has been decided 
to accept prima facic evidence as to 
a man’s ineligibility or right to ex- 
emption if he cannot secure the pro- 
per documents,

Germans Face Food Crisis 


Period Till Harvest Will Be. One 
of Dire Distress for People 
A British admiralty despateh says: 














The food situation in Germany is 
becoming more eritical. Rations of 
the most indispensable articles, of 


food are reduced or are no ‘longer 
Procurable, ahd people‘are again be- 
ginning to ask when’ there. will be 
stifficicnt food to feed the population 
of the large towns during the threc 
critical months ahead. 

As to the situation in the imme- 
diate future tverything indicates that 
the period until-the fruits of the new 
harvest become available is likely to 
be one of grave anxiety. Only dire 
necessity could have compelled . the 
government to reduce the flour ration 
from seven to five and a half ouncés, 
and, though the Germans expected 
great .relief from the Ukraine, they 
cannot hope to derive. much assis- 
tance from that quarter.

Volkstimme 


stys: “Kindly spare 
us Ukraine; promises, We have 
been fooled too often with empty 
wares: Tell the people the plain 
truth.” 

The Berlin. Vorwaerts declares 
that, the physical and moral powers 
of the population to endure priva- 
tions have been substantially dimin- 


ished through another year of _ war 
diet, and that any further reduction 
of the rations must constitute "a 
serious. danger.” . 

Meat>is scarce, and even now it is 
impossible; to provide the large 
towns with their proper quota of 
meat, The whole >cattle breedin 
industry of Germany is threatened, 
and with it the supplies of meat, 
milk and fat. In April there was a 
further reduction in the milk sup- 
ply -in. certain large towaig, includ- 
ing Berlin,. The inhabitants of 
Breslau lately. have regeived only 
one ounce a ot | of buther and imar- 
gariue together, In order to make up 
the shortage of food still more 
substitutes haye been manufactured.
